Count Lyof 
Nikolaivitch Tolstoi, 


usually calieJ Count Leo Tolstoi, nov- 
elist and social reformer, was born 
\ugust 28, 1828, at Trasnaya Polrana. 
iu the province of Tula, Russia. \V1-TO 
•>3 years old Tolstoi entered the army 
and" served in the Caucasus and in the 
defense of Sebastopol against the 
British and French allied forces. He j 
fir=t made a reputation in literature' 
by a series of vivid sketches written | 
from Sebastopol and when he left the. 
army socn after the Crimean war he 
devoted himself entirely to literature. 


I 
His "War and Peace." a tale of in- 


vasion of Russia by Napoleon in 1812 
is regarded in Russia as being his 
1 masterpiece, though his 'Anna Kar- 
"enina," which appeared in 18.6 and 
"The Cossacks" found greater favor 
abroad, where his "Kruetzer Sonata, 
translations of which were published 
in 1890, also attracted wide attention. 


Tolstoi wrote much in education 


and published a number 
of short 
stories and reminiscences of 
child- 


hood and vouth, but of recent years 
he had devoted himself to religious 
teachings. He made "Retu"i. ,-ot 
Evil" the keystone of the 
Christian 


faith and insisted that the literal in 
terpretation of the sermon on 
the 


mount was the onlr rule of the 
Christian life. The religious views of 
Tolstoi were set forth in his ' Christ s 
Christianity" and "My Religion.' 


During 1893 Tolstoi wrote The 


Kingdom of God Within Us," an im- 
portant work on the social question, 
and in. 1895 he wrote "The Four Gos- 
pels Harmonized and Translated. 
His other works included "My Con- 
fession," "Criticisms of Dogmatical 
Christianity," "What I Believe, 
"What Is To Be TXrae," "The Death 
of Ivan Ilyitch," "The Power of 
Darkness" (a drama), "On Life, 
"The Fruits " of Enlightenment 
(a 


comedy), "The Kingdom of God is 
Within You," "What is Art/' "The 
Christian Teaching," "The Resurrec- 
tion," "The Slavery of Our Times, 


I "What is Religion," and many other 


works on the most varied subjects, 
i 
In 1901 Tolstoi was excommuni- 


cated by the holy synod and in Octo- 
ber 1902. he deposited his memoirs 
and diaries with the curator of the 
flumyanzoff museum on the condition 
that they should not be published un- 
til ten years after his death, and in 
November of the same year he legal- 
lv made over his whole fortune, in- 
cluding his real and personal estate, 
to his wife and children. 
In 1895 Tolstoi wrote a. powerful 


vindication of the Dukhobor sect, 
which during that year had suffered 
great persecution from its religious 
professions. 
On the Russian censor 


refusing to permit its publication, 
which printed the long article in full. 
Tolstoi applied to the London Times. 
He continued from that time on to

u<ually called Count Leo Tolstoi, nov 
elist and social reformer, was born 
\ugust 28, 1828, at Yasnaya Poliana 
in the province of Tula, Russia. Wr»n 
•>3 vear* old Tolstoi entered the army 
and" served in the Caucasus and in the 
defense of Sebastopol against the 
British and French allied forces. He 
flr^t made a reputation in literature 
by a series of vivid sketches written 
from Sebastopol and when he left the 
army socn after the Crimean war he 
devoted himself entirely to literature.

His "War and Peace," a tale of m- 


Ivasion of Russia by Napoleon in 181- 
is regarded in Russia as being his 
1 masterpiece, though his "Anna Har- 
' enina," which appeared in 1876. and 
'"The Cossacks" found greater favor 
abroad, where his "Kruetzer Sonata, 
translations of which were published 
in 1890, also attracted wide attention. 


Tolstoi wrote much in education 


and published a number 
of 
short 


stories and reminiscences of 
child- 


hood and vouth, but of recent years 
he had devoted himself to religious 
teachings. 
He made "Return 
Not 


Evil" the keystone of the 
Christian 


faith and insisted that the literal in- 
terpretation of the sermon on 
the 


mount was 
the only rule of 
the 


Christian life. The religious views of 
Tolstoi were set forth in his "Christ s 
Christianity" and "My Re"**011-..-. 
During 1893 Tolstoi 
wrote 
The 


Kingdom of God Within Us," an im- 
portant work on the social question, 
and in 1885 he wrote "The Pour Gos- 
pels Harmonized and Translated. 
His other works included "My con- 
fession," "Criticisms of 
Dogmatical 


Christianity," "What 
I ^Believe, 


"What Is To Be TXrae," "The Death 
of Ivan Ilyitch," "The Power of 
Darkness" (a drama), "On Life, 
"The Fruits of Enlightenment 
(a 


comedy), "The Kingdom of 
God is 


Within Ton," "What is Art/' "The 
•Christian Teaching," "The Resurrec- 
tion " "The Slavery of Our Times, 


I "What is Religion," and many other 


works on the most varied subjects.

In 1901 Tolstoi was 
excommuni- 


cated by the holy synod and in Octo- 
ber, 1902. he deposited his memoirs 
and diaries with the curator of 
the 


Rnmyanzoff museum on the condition 
that they should not be published un- 
til ten years after his death, and in 
November of the same year he legal- 
ly made over his whole fortune, 
in- 


cluding his real and personal estate, 
to his wife and children. 


In 1895 Tolstoi wrote a powerful 


vindication of the Dukhobor sect 
which during that year had suffered 
great persecution from its religious 
professions. 
On the Russian censor 


refusing to permit its 
publication, 


which printed the long article in full. 
Tolstoi applied to the London Times, 
He continued from that time on to 
address literary
